ILLUSTRATED SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

This year the task is not cheerful, 
any more than the prospect of re­ 
viewing the so-called p rocess of 
the entire world is cheerful. The 
discovery of sulfanilamide was 
made by a German and during the

past few years we have been using 
that discovery in this country and 
other countries, but there have 
been no recent German contribu­ 
tions to medicine. In that land 
which has contributed so much to 
science, the universities are near­ 
ly all closed, some of their best 
physicians are refugees in other 
lands, research seems to be dead. 
In my university where I am in 
close touch with the library, wa 
have received no medical journal 
from Germany, France or Italy 
since April. And this, we are told, 
is not because of the mails but be­ 
cause they are not being printed. 
From Scandinavia where so much 
brilliant work has originated in 
other years, only a few irregular 
issues have reached us. English 
journals keep up but the quality 
shows a race group that tempo­ 
rarily, for science at least, is dead. 


Contributions of Last War 


We hear sometimes that war, 
horrible as it is, still has the ad­ 
vantage that it stimulates medical 
discovery. I have before me an 
article published this fall by Lt.- 
Col. J. R. Darnall, which lists the 
medical contributions which came 
out of the last war. The list seems 
to me pitifully weak. 
Col. Etarnall lists medical or­ 
ganisation advances. I hope that 
these advances have been real and 
will be remembered, in the organi­ 
sation of our new conscript army. 
Surgery learned something that 
is useful in war, but only a few 
things that can be applied to civil 
practice. 
If any medical advance of any 
consequence has 
come directly 
from the modern war, the news 
has not reached the writer of this 
column, 


In the ordinary practice of med­ 
icine during the last year, the ad­ 
vances have been in the extension 
and application *of methods and 
facts already available. Here also, 
no medical discovery of moment 
has been recorded. 
Efficiency of Sulfanilamide 


The astonishing efficiency of the 
sulfanilamide compounds, espe­ 
cially the new sulfathiazole and 
sulfapyridine, in treating all kinds 
of infections, is still holding up 
and being recorded. But in ear in­ 
fection, joint infection, blood poi­ 
soning, erysipelas, scarlet fever 
and many other contagions they 
are keeping up to the hopes orig­ 
inally held out. 
A somewhat technical field but 
one that promises much is the con­ 
centrated interest during the psst 
year that centers on a part of the 
nervous system called the hypo­ 
thalamus, a part of the brain that, 
according to one prominent neu­ 
rologist, seems to be in command 
of vital rhythm. 
Discouraging as the world may 
look on this New Year’s day, we 
should perhaps recall Wallace Ir­ 
win’s rhyme; 
“Supper.* this here vessel,” says 
the skipper with a groan,

undermine its 
confidence 
with the American people if a ere-| 
dit was given to Franco—especial­ 
ly at a time when Franco’s bro­ 
thel -in-law, Foreign Minister Su« 
ner, had just been feted and enter, 
tained by Hitler and Mussolini. 
Furthermore, 
W'elles 
pointec 
out, there was no guarantee thatl 
Franco would not take the credit! 
and then come into the war on tile] 
side of Germany anyway. So tin 
“Croquet Clique’* cabled back tdj 
Madrid 
and 
finally obtained 
al 
semi-promise from Franco that he] 
would remain neutral.. 
Actually, Ambassador Weddell J 
did not obtain this pledge, tbougl 
he was given credit for it. It was! 
obtained by Sir Samuel Hoare.] 
And the best Hoare could do was 
to get Franco to say that he “didl 
not foresee war." He would not] 
promise categorically not to ente’^ 
the war.

Welles still refused to be convinc­ 
ed. He pointed out, among other 
things, that the American public^ 
would not stand for a credit to a 
government which was shooting 
political prisoners on a large scale. 
Secretary Hull, at this point, re­ 
plied that the Spanish prisoners] 
were Communists. 
To this Welles replied that, on 
the contrary, they were leaders of 
a Republican government, in fact 
many of them were liberals who 
believed in the same governmental 
principles as Secretary Hull. 
Some of the “Croquet Clique” 
then maintained that these shoot­ 
ings actually did not take place, J 
but were fabricated by the press. 
Welles replied that in a country 
where the press was controlled by I 
a censor, they could not be fabri-, 
cated. So to settle the matter, a 
cable was sent to Madrid. Finally 
the Spanish Government admitted 
that many of the Republican lead-* 
ers were being shot. 
So in the end, the $100,000,000; 
credit was dropped; in favor of a* 
compromise

amount of Red Cross supplies will* 
be sent to Spain, as an outright* 
gift.

C ounty farm ers m ay m ake money 
in 1941, county agricultural au ­ 
thorities predicted 
S aturday as 
fa rm e rs prepared 
to close their 
3940 accounts. 
Price?? received by farm ers are 
expected to average nearly eight 
percent higher in 1941, local re­ 
po rts tend to 
indicate. 
H igher 
prices in m eat anim als, dairy pro­ 
ducts, poultry products, vegetables, 
fru it and wool are anticipated w ith 
the increased buying pow er of the 
consum er, and prices on w heat and 
corn are expected to rem ain high 
due to the 
decreases in 
county 
yield in 1940. 
H igher prices for 
farm products will increase the 
incom e of Pickaw ay County farm ­ 
ers by 13 percent, authorities be­ 
lieve. 
B oth John Boggs, county AAA 
chairm an, and F. K. Blair, county 
agricultural agent, have indicated 
th a t careful planning w ill be nec­ 
essary in 1941, since due to the 
rise in prices paid by farm ers for 
feeds, farm m achinery, fertilizer 
and building m aterials, the fa rm ­ 
e r’s purchasing power wall average 
about th e sam e, or a t least not 
m uch higher in 1941 than it did in 
1940. 
P rices paid by the farm er 
are expected to rise alm ost as fast 
as prices paid to the farm er, it is 
pointed out. 
T here is 
little justification for 
farm ers increasing th eir 
use of 
credit in 1941. and w henever possi­ 
ble, they should try ta refinance 
th eir loans. 
W ith in terest rates 
low a t the present tim e, and with 
th eir rise likely to occur, now is a 
good tim e for farm ers to liquidate 
th eir debts as rapidly as possible, 
the experts say. 
M oderate increases in the farm 
fam ily’s cost of living is antici­ 
pated in 1941 w ith slight inflation 
in the farm dollar, m aking each 
dollar the farm fam ily spends for 
living buy slightly less than it did 
in 1940. 
Milk prices wdll probably con­ 
tinue steady, or perhaps drop a 
little with the 
increasing num ber 
of m ilk cows in the county. 
Milk 
production is expected to be about 
2 percent higher than it w as in 
1940. 
The num ber of hogs for slaugh­ 
te r will be slightly less, authorities 
believe, and consequently hog pric­ 
es will improve. 
C attle prices in i 941 will also 
average a little higher next year, 
especially am ong the better grades, 
according to H arry Briggs, m an­ 
ag er of the Pickaw ay Livestock 
Association.

Sm aller egg supplies with higher 
prices are predicted for the first 
p a rt of the coming year, and egg 
prices generally are expected to br 
higher than they were a year ago.

to the dry w eather, soy bean pi ices 
are not expected to rise, due to the 
large am ounts of com petitive pro­ 
ducts on the m arket.

AN SW ER: It is entirely pos­ 
sible to fertilize and im prove the 
physical nature of your clay soil 
so th a t you can grow flow'ers suc­ 
cessfully. 
I suggest you apply a 
layer of 2 to 4 inches of coal 
ashes and about 2 inches of rotted 
leaves, rotted straw , rotted m a­ 
nure or peat moss: then about I 
pounds of a com plete com m ercial 
fertilizer 
w ith 
an 
analysis 
of 
4-12-4. This whole m ixture should 
be spaded into the top foot of 
soil. 
By spading it over about 
I three 
tim es, 
you should 
get a 
good m ixture, 
lf this is done dup­ 
ing the w inter, the action of the 
frost should m ake it fairly mellow 
by spring. 
QU ESTIO N : We have several 
bridal w reath bushes which have 
grow n too tall and full and need 
trim m ing. 
How 
should 
these 
bushes be trim m ed?

A N SW ER : By bridal w reath, I 


J take it th a t you refer to the m ore 
I common V anhoutte spirea rath er 
than the true bridal w reath which 
I has 
sm all, 
double, 
button-like 
flow ers and 
which seldom gets 
very large. 
The V anhoutte spirea 
is naturally a big shnib and there 
I is very little you can do to reduce 


its size w ithout ruining its beauty. 
By cutting about a third of the 
oldest 
branches 
clear 
to 
the 
ground and repeating this each 
year you can probably keep it 
down to about 6 feet. 
If you 
w ant a low er or narrow er shrub 
than 
that, 
my 
recom m endation 
would be to take this spirea and 
plant 
it around the garag e or 
back fence w here it can grow its 
natural height, and replace it w ith 
small, lower grow ing shiubs such 
as the Lem oine D eutzia, Froebel 
spirea. G arland spirea. Stephan- 
andra or any othe'1 th a t you m ay 
desire. 
Q UESTION: How shall T ta k - 
care of the potted plants th a t I 
received for C hristm as? 
A N SW ER: Since this question 
is going to be asked a g re a t m any 
tim es, it m ay be well to answ er it 
now. 
C ontrary to popular belief, 
all potted plants, w hether bloom­ 
ing plants such as cyclam en, poin­ 
settias, begonias, and A frican vio­ 
lets, or foliage plants 
such 
as 
ferns, require frequent w atering. 
P lants w ith a laige am ount of 
leaf surface 
such 
as cyclam en, 
poinsettias, and ferns will prob­ 
ably require w atering every day, 
and plants Uke A frican violets a t 
least every other day. 
W hen w a­ 
tering, a sufficient am ount should 
be given to soak thoroughly the 
Eoil in the pot. 
The soil should 
never be allowed to Airy out so 
th at it crum bles, nor should it be 
kept so w et th a t the soil is muddy. 
Tropical plants such as poin­ 
settias are 
very 
susceptible 
to 
sudden changes in 
tem perature. 
This, com bined with lack of w a­ 
ter, will soon cause them to shed j 
their leaves. 
A nother factor most people do 
not take into consideration is the , 
am ount of illum inating gas es­ 
caping from gas range*, g as h e a t­ 
ers. and even gas furnaces. 
M ost plants, w ith the possible 
exception of ferns, ivy, and a few 
other shude resistan t plants, will i 
appreciate 
the sunniest window 
available. For those wishing m ore

settias, 
gardenias,

A N SW ER : A good m any people 
have adm ired and envied me the 
lovely 
evergreen 
w intercreeper 
th a t I have growing around m y 
front door. 
It is one of the varie­ 
ties of w intercreeper, Emmy mu s 
radicans coloratus. 
It is abso­ 
lutely 
hardy, 
com pletely 
ever­ 
green. and a fte r the first year or 
so fast grow ing. 
It clings to the 
stucco of my house and will cling 
equally well to stone, brick or 
w’ood. 
W here 
it trails on the 
ground, 
it 
m akes 
an 
excellent 
evergreen ground cover or grass 
substitute. 
It 
may be 
planted 
either this fall or next spring. 
It 
differs from m any of the other 
w lntercreepers in th a t during the 
w inter, if it is in the sun, the un­ 
derside of the leaves turn a bronze 
red.
